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SCHOOL REPORT. 


As we review the work of the school year, it seems that there 
has been a steady onward movement in the right direction and - 
a gain in results upon last year. It has been the aim of the 
school board to place over our schools teachers of high moral 
purpose and ability in imparting instruction. Teachers of ex. 
perience, or those trained especially for the work, have been 
given the preference. Vacancies, as they have occurred have 
been supplied by Normal graduates or others who have had a 
systematic course of study and preparation for teaching. @ 

We often hear the remark ‘She has been through'the High 
school and ought to be qualified to teach in our common 
schools.” This might be true of our graduates, if the common 
schools of the past had thoroughly done their work. But too 
often, the teacher finds the pupil on entering the High school, 
sadly deficient in the very rudiments of an education, and it be- 
comes impossible with his advanced work to supply all the 
missing links. ‘The result is, if the pupil begins to teach with- 
out further preparation, his own deficiencies in the foundation 
work are re-produced in his pupils and so year after year the 
same lack of results is evident. 

It is to remedy this defect in our system that teaehale tae 
in well organized schools have been selected to supply our va- 
cancies. We fee! sure that if such acourse can be continued, 


tN 
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it will in time produce an improvement in methods and_practi- 
cal knowledge in our school. 

When our own young people who desire to become successful 
teachers will avail themselves of the privileges which are open 
to them in our own state normal school, their opportunities to 
teach will be multiplied and their usefulness increased. 

We are much gratified with the work done in some of the 
schools in mental arithmetic, by the younger, as well as the old- 
er pupils. A good deal of ability to reason is being developed 
and great interest is shown by many of the children in their 
work. 

A definite time has been apportioned to physiology and in 
some schools the harmfulness of alcohol and narcotics has | 
been very thoroughly impressed upon the minds of the 
children. Other branches have received their due share of 
attention, and much faithful work has been done in all the 
schools. 

Some months ago, a course of study for admission to the 
High school was prepared by. the trustees and a copy given to 
each teacher. This places before her a definite work to do, 
and it is hoped that with this standard before them, the pupils 
will be inspired with a determination to be more studious and 
faithful in their work. 

When we have done all that is possible for our schools, they 
are still lacking in power, if they do not receive the hearty 
interest and co-operation of the parents. When the pupil is 
ted to doubt the justice of the teacher’s discipline, or the cor- 
rectness of her methods of instruction by thoughtless criticism 
the parent is placing a barrier between teacher and child that 
may neutralize all the instruction given, and the parent blames 
the teacher because he sees no progress in the child’s work. 

Tardiness and frequent absence are still the bane of some of 
our schools. We hope this will reach the eye of every parent 


who allows his child to be absent from school without a 


a 
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necessary cause, or who neglects to see that he is on his way 
to school at the appointed time. Besides being a discourage- 
ment to the teacher, the pupil loses much of his interest in his 
studies by frequent absence, and the habit of being behind 
time not only interrupts the school work, but once formed, 
such a habit will follow him in after life, and his efficiency in 
whatever he undertakes will be greatly lessened. 

We were much gratified with the interest shown by parents: 
and citizens in the ‘‘Columbian Celebration,” and our thanks. 
are due for their cordial co-operation in the preparation for it, 
and their hearty approval of the result. 

Our thanks are also due for the interest shown in the daily 
work of the schools and for many words of approval from: 
parents and friends. 

Hoping that the year to come will witness many improve-. 
ments in our schools and a more hearty co-operation between 
parents and teachers, this report is most respectfully sub- 
mitted.
